Metro Blue Line Out Of Service From DTLA to Compton 
Until September 2019 
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Major improvements are underway for Metro’s Blue Line. Due to the work, the Blue Line is 
out of service between Compton Station and 7th St/Metro Center now through late 
September 2019. As part of this work, improvements will be made for the Blue and Expo 
Line junction. This work will require two stations to be out of service on the Expo Line 
between LATTC/Ortho Institute and 7th St/Metro Center until late August 2019. 


While the Blue and Expo Lines are out of service in downtown LA, Metro is providing bus 
shuttles to replace train service with various routes (see map above) running down 
Figueroa St., Flower St., and Hope St. With the additional buses in this corridor, Metro 
recommends planning ahead to avoid delays. 


Due to the additional buses, Metro and LADOT have implemented an evening rush hour 
temporary bus only lane on southbound Flower St., between 7th St. and 28th St/l-110 
Freeway entrance, to improve mobility along the Flower St. corridor. The bus-only lane is 
in effect between the hours of 3 p.m. and 7 p.m., Monday through Friday, from June 3rd, 
2019, through the completion of the New Blue Improvements Project.
